BIG INDUSTRIAL DEAL.

THE OHIO0 REAPER KING'S GREAT
WORKS SOLD TO A SYNDICATE,

They Cost a Milllon and a Hall and Bring
but$300,000—-Largest Implement Works
in the World—They Swamped Wm. N,
Whiteley.
ISFECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATOI.]

SPRINGFIELD, 0., July 25 —One of the
most important industrial deals of the year
was consummated here to-day. The East
street reaper works, the largest agrioultural
implement works in the world, covering 46
scres, and ranking next in size to the Krupp
Gun Works in Prussia, was sold to a syndi-
cate of prominent capitalists of Cleveland,
Chi and New York, to be used for the
:hn{qfn}mn of railway ears and supplies of

inda.

The great works area monument to the
ambition of William N. Whiteley, the
famous Ohio “‘Reaper King," who deter-
mined to build the largest mfar works in
the world. He put 1,500,000 into buildings
and machinery, and the \rholo lant was to-
dey sold by the receiver to the syndicate
for two-thirds the appraised price, or $300,-
000. The new company will be known as
the Central Car and Repair Manufacturing
Company, snd will have » capital of half a
millil:: It will be started up in 60, days
with a large force of hands and will be the
largest ear works in the United States,

The building of the t works swampen
William N, Whiteley. He failed for £5,000,-
000 and secured a settlement st 50 cents on
the dollar four years age. Bonds for this
amount were issued at a low rate of inter-
est. He failed to pay interest, and the con-
eern was thrown into a reccivership. Since
that time the works have been idle and a
vast amount of litigation was engaged in by
creditors, consisting mostly of bankers and
capitalists in the large cities. It is stated
that these bonds am“inrg'ely held in Boston,
Cincinnati, Pittsburg and other cities

The 300,000 realized by the sale will be
applied to paying the debts of the concern,
but there will not be much to go aronnd
when lawyers' fees and other expenses are

paid.

THE ADVANCE IN WHEAT.

Pillsbary, the Flour Man, Says It Will Go
Tp, but Not to 82,

MINXEAPOLIS, Mixx,, July 25.—C. A.
Pillshury, in an interview, has this to say
about the Farmers' Alliance circular and
Mr. Donnelly's statement: “I don’t know
what effect the cireular will have, but to
the extent that the farmers do not market
wheat too mapidly, to that extent
they will get better prices.  The statistieal
portion is very strong, Take the shortage
of wheat alone in Europe, they wonld re-
quire more than we will be able to give
them, even on the largest estimates of our
erops.  Besides the immense grain shortage
in um];lc there is a shortage in the rye
erop, which, according to my corres-

ondents, is as high as 350,000,000 bushels
in Russia and 75,000,000 bushels in Ger-
many. As is the food of mnearly all the
peopie of Northern Europe, I don't see
whut else there is to meke up the deficiency
of therye crop except large amounts of
whent.

“The only country that practieally ex-
ports rye is Russia, and according to infor-
mation I have received from the consul at
(Mcssa, Russin has not produced &s much
rye as she usually consumes by about 250,-
000,000 bushels. This, taken with 78,000,000
shortage in Germany, which never exports
rve, the situation for wheat ix very strong.
Whoever informed Mr. Donnelly that
1 said wheai was going to sell at §2 a
bushel, and that our company owned 15,-
000,000 bushels of wheat, was ceriainly very
wild in his statements. While I expect to
sec wheat sell at very much higher prices, I
do not expeet it to sell as high as $2 unless
we have a complete failure of the erop in
the Northwest. There iz not half as much
wheat in the Northwest, sll put together,
as the amount stated by Mr. Donnelly.”

A CONSPIRACY FRUSIRATED.

It Was to Rob a Des Moines Savings Bank
and Kill the Cashier,

DEs MoixEs, July 25.—A well-Iaid plan
to kill the cashier of the American Savings
Bank and rob the vault of $500,000 was dis-
covered and frustrated to-day. The robbery
was arranged to take place next Monday at
8:50 A. M., the hour when the safe is regu-
lurly opened by Cashier Elliott. The
scheme was for one man to engage the
eashier in eonversation. another fo enter by
a side door, slip up behind and sandbag or
stab him, if necessary, while a third fellow
took the rolls of money from the vault,

Two of the acensed, James Dimmitt, a
colored tongh, and Sam Cooper, a real estate
dealer, were from Des hﬂfiues. and the
third isa professional thief from Kansas
City. Cooper and Dimmitt are under ar-
rest. A local newspaper man got into the
scheme by pretending to be a tongh from
Missouri. g)immiu. confessed his part
in the conspirncy and intended robbery.
Cooper is l:e ving the insane dodge. A

MONEY FOR THE SCHOOL.
Waller and Snyder Arrange to Have Depaty

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THE BOND RENEWALS.

How the Treasury is Extending the
Lean Which Matures Sept. 1.

NO MORE COUPONS OF 1876,

Only Registered Bonds Will Be Issued in
Exchange for Them.

SENDING IN THE PRECIOUS PAPER

[FPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCH.]

WasHINGTON, July 25.—Witin 48 hours
the first of the new honds issued under Sec-
retary Foster's proposition to extend the 414
per cent loan will hava reached its owner.
It will be s new bond and it will bear the
serial nomber ““1," bnt it will differ very
little in design from the old bond which he
surrendered to the Treasury Depariment
when he applied for an extension at 2 per
cent. The Treasury department has not got
up a new design and a new set of plntes for
printing these bonds. They have been
printed from the plates which were pre-
pared at the Bureau of Engraving and
Printing in 1876 for the original issue of
the 412 per cent bonds, There was no time
to get up new plates if they had been
needed for this purpose—but they were not
needed.

It is always the custom of the Treasury
Department in extending a loan to use the
old form of bonds, but to print across the
face of each an agreement for itsextension
ut the new rate of interest. The bonds
issued for the extension of the loan matur-
ing September 1, therefore, will eall for
41 per eent interest, and will bear on their
fuce the announcement that they mature in
1801, but across the face of each will be
prioted in brown ink the following:

The Agr t for Extonsi

At the request of, aud for value received
by the owner of this bond, the same is con-
tinued during the pleasure of the Govern-
ment, to bear intercst at the rate of two (2)
per eont per annum from Septem ber 2, 1501,
ns provided in Treasury ecircular No. @,
dated July 2, 1591

It takes some duys to get out a new set of
honds at the Bureau of Engraving and
Printing. There are three plate impressions
on each bond. There is the “tint"" on the
face of the bond; the form printed in black
on the faee, and the form on the back,
also in black. Afier these plate impressioas
are taken there is still the form of agree-
ment in brown to be printed across the fuce,
but this work is done on a Hoe press and is
the quickest and easiest part of the job,
The preparation of the paper is one source
of delay. This last issue of bonds was
printed on pu[i:ber ten years old. It had been
stored away in the vaults of the Bureau of
Engraving and Printing to season, and when
it was taken ont it had to be wet down and
prepared for the presses. This preliminary
work took some time, and so it was ten daye
after the order went over from the Treasury
Department when the bonds were ready for
delivery.

Denomination of the Bonds.

There were nearly 20,000 of them ranging
indenominations from §50 to $10,000, There
were originally bonds of £20,000 and §50,000
denomination; but the Department found so
little demand for these that they are no
longer issned. The 20,000 forms just printed
at the Bureau are only the first order from
the Department. A new supply may be
needed before September 1.

Though the plates from which these honds
were printed were made in 1576, to-day they
are slmost as good as new. After the first
supply of bongl has been printedi tis a long
time, usually, before the Department calls
for any more, If the plates show under the
mieroscope the faintest indication of dulluess,
they are “re-entered.” The prmeﬁ%
preparing these plates isa familiar one,
The intaglio of the plate is engraved by the
knife-like edges of the design in relief eut
on a steel eylinder of remarkable hardnesa,
The machine which does this work is won-
derfully accurate. It its gn the roller
moves and {orw across the
steel plate without varying a hair's breadtly,
for o variation would blur the impression
and cause the spider web lines made by the
geometrie lathe to cross each other, These
stecl erlinders are preserved after the
plates have been made, and they can be
used in making new plates if they zhould
be needed.

Cutting the Design Deeper.

The process of re-entering consists in
placing the old plates in the press and run-
ning these exlinders over them under pres-
sure.

Security for Bank Notes.

A little more than $22,009,000 of these 414
per cent bonds are held by the Treasurer of
the United States as security for the circu-
lation of National hanks. It is the helief
of the Seeretary of the Treasory that agreat
many of these new bonds will be used by
National banks as the hasis for circulation
and that almost all of them now on deposit
will be extended for this purpose.

. The form for the extension of these bonds
is amusingly complieated and ranks high as
an illustration of the “red tape’” used often
in transacting the business of the depart-
ments. The Trensury has prepared a set of
blank forms to be used for making
requests for the continuance of these
bouds. That which is issued to Na-
tional  banks contains a resolu-
tion to be adopted by the Board
of Directors anthorizing the Treasurer of
the United States to assign to the Secre-
tury of the Treasury, for continuance, the
bonds now standing in the name of the
Treasurer of the United States in trust for
the bank. This resolution is forwarded to
the Comptroller of the Currency, who sends
it on to the Trensurer of the United States
The Treasurer makes an assignment of the
bonds which are in the Treasury vaults to
the Seerctary of the Treasury, who refers
them to the Comptroller, wha them
on to the Lonns and Currency Division.
Here they are entered for continvance and
forwarded to the Register of the Treasury,
who mukes out the new bonds and returns
them to the Loans and Curreney Division
for examination and aeceptance. When
they have been examined, accepted and
entered on the books of the Treasury the
are returned to the Register, who sen
them to the Comptroller, who forwards them
to the Treasurer, who deposits them in the
vaults of the Treesury and forwards a re-
ceipt for them to the bank to which they
belong.

Extension for Individual Owners.

This takes some little time. TFortunately
the process of continuing bonds ewned h‘y
individuals oreorporations is not so eompli-
cated. istered bonds nre regularly as-
signed to the Secretary of the Treasury ac-
cording to the form printed on the hack of
each, just as they would he assigned to an
individual to whom they had been sold.
With them is sent a request for their con-
tinuance. They pass through the hands of
the Comptroller to the Loans and Currency
Division, and thence to the Register of the
Treasury, who igsues the new honds.

The jssuanee of these new bonds involves
a great deal of individual labor by the Reg-
ister and his deputy, for each bond must be
signed at the time of its issue. On coupon
bonds the signatures are engraved on the
coupons ay the signatures on bank notes,
and the siTnnturu in thebody of the coupon
bond is filled in by one of the clerks in the
Legister’s office, who signs “for”’ the Regis-
ter. 1t would have been utterly impossible
at the time of the issue of the coupon bonds
for the Register or his deputy to have
signed all these securities. But all of the
registered bonds are signed by them and in
addition to this signature there is placed in
the corner of each bond the initials of the
clerk who entered it and the initinls of the
elerk who recorded it, so that any mistake
can be traced very quickly.

v dafety of Bonds in Transit,

The applications which have been re-
ceivedby the Seerctary of the Treasury,
thue far, have been very large, and promise
success for the scheme for the continuauce
of this loan. Most of the bonds come in by
registered letter, though some few come in
by express.

“Very few of the bonds have come hy
messengers,” said Mr. H ton, of the
loans aud currency division, who has been
in the service of the Treasury Department
for 19 years, ‘“There are times when large
quantities of bonds are sent on in charge of
special messengers, but that is usually
not so much for safety as to ex-

edite the transfer of bonds. None
wmve  been  received in  this  way
for continuance, except those which are
owned in the eity of Washington. There is
no danger in sending registered honds by
mail and very little in sending eoupon
honde by registered letter. If a registered
bond were lost in transit there would be no
difficulty in having it replaced with an-
other.”

REBATES ON TOBACCO.

ABOUT §1,200,000 PAID BACK TODEAL-
ERS BY THE TREASURY,

The Great Labor Involved in Settling Some
20,000 Accounts—Sugar Boanty the Next
Matter to BEe Taken Up Under the Tarifr
Law.

WASHINGTON, July 25—The laborious
work of settling the rebates to tobacco deal-
ers under the elause of the tariff law, which
reduced or abolished the tobaeco tax and
gave a rehate of taxes paid to dealers for
the stock on hand when the law went into
effect, but purchased previous to that time,
is nlmost at an end. About 20,000 aceonnts
have been settled and there are not prob-
ahly more than 500 remaining unsettled.
About §1,200,000 have been paid back to
dealers.

The work of settling these acconnts has
entailed great additional labor on the office
of the First Centroller. Ench case had to
he examined with the minutest care. When
it is known that thig examination meant the
going over of the items in the ecamplete in-
voives of the various establishments, some
iden of the work can be had.

Some were on sheets pasted
together and made a string from 20 to 100
feet in length,  Of conrse the greatest care
was exercised to prevent fraud by means of
an examination of bills of purchase and by

and mournful parade of the ugliest of
human beings. Seven gnards marehed with
the 125 econviets. Each gunard earried a Win=-
chester and displayed a heary revolver hange
ing from his shoulder by a strap.

A Tattered, Sniky Column.

One conviet carried a fiddle vase, ready to
fall to pieces, another had = huge watere
melon on hisshoulder, but most were emptye
handed, plodding along in tattered sulKi-
ness,. The twaspecial trains—one for the mil-
itary and the other for the conviets—pulled
out at ahout the same time. The militia all
weant to Chatianooga to await there the news
of how the couviets were reecived in the
mouuntaing before dispersing. The eomvies
train was made up of of four old and grimy
cars. Three of them held prisoners and
punrds. In the fourth were Governor
Buehanan, several State officials and the
committee of miners,

The convicts leaned from the windows on
either side all the way to Coal Creek and
returned with interest the eurious gnze of
the people on the farms and at the mount-
ain stacions along the route It wns ex-
pected that there would be n crowd of
miners #t Conl Crevk snd  the officiuls after-
ward admitted that they feared trouble,
but not more than 100 miners were thers,
anid as the Governor ulighted from the train
they surrounded him and shook hands with
him silently, bat with no sign of hostility.

Disembarking the Convicts,

At the Knoxville Iron Company’s mines
most of the conviets were putoff The
train then started on to Briceville and the
Tennessee Company’™s mines were soon
regohied and 27 remaining conviets, all of
whom were white men, were led to the half
finished stockade, which might have been
the scene of a bloody confliet. A few free
miners from apother mine wore standing
about, one of whom was naked to the wadst,
The conviets were zot to work at ouee,

Governor Buchpuan sod his ¥ immee
disteiy began to journey back to Knoxville,
On the way tlown the Governor showed
how relieved be was by the brightness of
his face and frequent langhs. ““To-night [
shall take my first night's rest in a week,”
saidl he, and he took it at home, for he only
stopped one hour in Knoxville before tuk-
ing a train for Nashville.

This ends the troubles with the miners
and mountaineers of the Coal Creek region
for the present. They will awnit the action
of the Legislature in peace. If the Legis-
Inture does not remove the conviets, tha
storm will brealk out sgain. No one who
has watched the mountainerrs during this
excitement ean donbt ir. The Governor
knows it well, and knowing also the Legis-
lature, no deubt realizes that his anxiety is
ouly pur ofi
